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Preface 


This publication presents statistics on the business volume, assets and membership of Canadian co-operatives 
for their fiscal year ending in 1992. The tables were prepared by the Co-operatives Secretariat from data collected 
directly from individual co-operatives or through provincial governments and wholesale co-operatives. The 
continued assistance of these data sources is much appreciated. 


Since the creation of the Co-operatives Secretariat in 1987, the role of credit unions has also been reflected in 
this publication through an analysis of relevant financial ratios. These are developed from Statistics Canada 
data. 


This is the 61st annual edition of ‘Co-operation in Canada’. 


For data purposes, co-operatives are divided into seven groups: marketing, consumer, supply, fishing, 
production, service, and wholesale. Data for the first six (local co-operatives) are presented on both an aggregate 
and individual group basis. Data for wholesalers are compiled separately because their sales figures largely 
duplicate those of local co-operatives.

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The Economy 


The economic environment of 1992 
was characterized by low consumer 
confidence, volatile interest rates, in- 
creasing taxes and a stubbornly high 
unemployment level. Recovery has 
been, and will continue to be weak. 
There was some unexpected marginal 
growth in consumer spending during 
the year as consumers started to replace 
some worn-out durable assets such as 
cars and appliances. This marginal 
growth was afforded due to lower inter- 
est rate levels and record low inflation. 
The inflation rate for 1992 was 1.5 per- 
cent, the lowest in 33 years. It appears 
that the economic environment had 
caused consumers to focus on paying 
down personal debt levels and cut ex- 
penses on durable goods and services. 


The unemployment level for 1992 
remained quite steady at just under 
12.0 percent. Since 1990, labour pro- 
ductivity has increased as firms replaced 
labour with equipment in order to cut 
costs and remain competitive. Profits 
suffered to an unusual degree because 
of the deep price cutting required to 
maintain sales volumes, which in turn 
hurt business investment financing. A 
technological change has occurred in 
the realm of inventory control, such as 
just in time inventories, with the result 
that large inventory swings are now a 
thing of the past. Thus inventory re- 


Low industrial capacity utilization 
rates leading to poor profit levels and 
the winding down of a number of mega- 
projects hurt non-residential construc- 
tion investment in 1992. However, the 
Alberta government announced an oil 
and gas royalty holiday in the latter part 
of 1992. This royalty holiday, or reduc- 
tion of development fees for new dis- 
coveries into 1993, was a benefit to oil 
and gas exploration and development 
businesses to pursue current activities, 
increase employment and develop new 
opportunities in the oil fields. The an- 
nouncement lead to increased expansion 
intentions in the oil and gas exploration 
and infrastructure sector. Non-energy 
machinery and equipment investment 
showed some growth in 1992 as firms 
continued to take advantage of low 
equipment prices to modernize opera- 
tions and cut cost. 


Canadian exports of all goods and 
services in 1992 were up considerably, 
bolstered by the low Canadian dollar 
and increased productivity. All imports 
on the other hand, were reduced be- 
cause of the low Canadian dollar and 
poor consumer confidence. These 
changes improved the Canadian balance 
of trade considerably in 1992. Cross- 
border shopping was also down in 1992 
because a low Canadian dollar appeared 
to dampen enthusiasm for shopping 
south of the border. 


The Bank of Canada has steadily 
eased monetary policy. The bank rate 
reached a 19 year low of 5.73 percent 
by July 1992. As well the difference 
between the Canadian rate and the 
United States interest rate declined 
from 3.0 percent to about 1.8 percent, 
a 40.0 percent decline. The latter half

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of 1992 saw a number of European 
currencies coming under downward 
pressure that resulted in a Canadian 
exchange rate weakness, leading to 
increased interest rates. The Bank of 
Canada made a valiant effort to get 
rates as low as possible without jeop- 
ardizing control of inflation and at the 
same time hold exchange rates stable 
to avoid losing benefits from any re- 
covery. 


Contractionary fiscal policy on the 
part of all levels of government mini- 
mized any expansion in aggregate de- 
mand. Ontario, British Columbia, 
Saskatchewan and Newfoundland all 
introduced substantial income tax in- 
creases in latter 1991, leading to re- 
duced disposable income in 1992. 
Québec harmonized the GST with its 
provincial tax in 1992, contracting 
disposable income during that year. 
Provincial governments increased 


personal income taxes on July 1, 1992

and January 1, 1993 further eroding 
any increases in disposable income. 
Much weaker growth than expected in 
1992 has clearly generated a severe 
setback in the efforts of all finance 
ministers to bring down deficits. 


Oil and gas drilling activity in the 
1992 season was disastrous. The latter 
part of 1992 saw weak oil prices due 
to excess production by OPEC na- 
tions. On the other hand, inventory 
shortfalls in natural gas stocks stabi- 
lized the price for natural gas in the 
United States. 


The length of the recession has 
begun to put pressure on a number of 
the large service-sector companies, 
including the banks and railroads. The 
difficult period the Canadian economy 
has struggled through in the last three 
years is not over yet, but there are a 
few bright spots on the horizon such 
as improved trade balance and lower 
interest rates. 


Co-operative Overview 


The co-operative sector showed 
considerable stability in 1992 given 
the economic environment in which it 
found itself. The total number of as- 
sociations reporting was up 7.5 per- 
cent from the 1991 level. The total 
membership in all co-operatives rose 
seven percent over the 1991 revised 
figures. This growth occurred mostly 
in the consumer sector with an in- 
crease of 233 thousand new members. 
Québec showed the largest gain in 
consumer sector members with an in- 
crease of 155 thousand members over 
the 1991 revised figure. The total 
volume of business in 1992 declined 
1.9 percent, from the 1991 volume of 
business, to 16.4 billion dollars. 
Within an economy characterized by 
poor consumer confidence and stub- 
bornly high unemployment, the per- 
formance of the co-operatives sector 


was quite stable.

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Product Marketings 


Product marketings in 1992 de- 
clined 405 million dollars or 4.6 per- 
cent from the 1991 level of 8.8 billion 
dollars. This decline can be largely 
accounted for by lower international 
prices for many commodities. As well 
trade irritants reduced product mar- 
ketings, such as sales of softwood 
lumber, hogs and pork products into 
the United States. Product marketings 
represented 51.0 percent of the busi- 
ness volume of co-operatives in 1992. 


Grain marketings, in terms 
ofvalue, and reported on a crop year 
basis, Aug. 1, 1991 to July 31, 1992, 
continued to constitute the lion’s share 
of marketings, but were lower in the 
1991 to 1992 crop year. In 1990-1991 
grain marketings were 37.0 percent of 
total marketings. In 1991-1992 grain 
marketings were 35.1 percent of total 
marketings. The 10.6 percent decline 
in the value of co-operative grain mar- 
ketings was felt hardest in the Western 
provinces who suffered a decline of 
358 million dollars for an 11.3 per- 
cent decline in regional grain market- 
ings even though volumes handled 
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may have increased slightly. World 
demand for grains has remained rela- 
tively stable while world production 
has been increasing. This has resulted 
in downward pressure on world grain 
prices. By the same token, calendar 
year total exports of grains, from all 
sources in Canada, exceeded 5 billion

Oilseed marketings accounted for 
6.8 percent of total marketings in 
1992, with a value of 562 million 
dollars, down 14.6 percent from 
1991. Production and exports of oil- 
seeds in Canada were down in 1992,

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primarily because of low world 
prices. Prices for oilseeds remained 
poor in the beginning of the crop year 
but rose throughout the year. Western 
oilseed marketings declined by 
14.5 percent to 544 million dollars 
from 636 million dollars in crop year 
1990-1991. Ontario, the only other 
major player in this sector, experi- 
enced a decline of 19.5 percent to post 
oilseed marketings of 18 million dol- 
lars in crop year 1991-1992. 


Dairy marketings in 1992 re- 
mained comparable to 1991 levels. 
Dairy marketings were 34.1 percent 
of total marketings in the co-operative 
sector in 1992. After the organiza- 
tional changes that took place in this 
sector in 1990 in Québec, the dairy 


products sector has remained remark- 
ably stable. This stability is in direct 
proportion to the national consump- 
tion trends of dairy products, and with 
the domestic supply management sys- 
tem in place is unlikely to see any 
significant changes. All the regions of 
Canada saw marginal increases in 
dairy product sales with the exception 
of Québec which saw a 2.0 percent 
decline. Québec had sales of 1.4 bil- 
lion dollars, accounting for 47.9 per- 
cent of co-operative dairy product 
sales in 1992. 


Livestock cattle and sheep sales 
increased 10.9 percent to 835 million 
dollars in 1992. Most of this increase 
occurred in Western Canada where 
the livestock cattle and sheep co-op-

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erative sector is continuing to show 
strong growth. At the same time, hog 
sales declined by 21.0 percent to post 
annual sales of 62 million dollars, 
down from 79 million dollars in 1991. 
This decrease reflects the continuing 
problem with shipments of hogs, pork 
and pork products south of the border. 
All regions of Canada experienced 
losses in this sector. 


Poultry and egg sales in Western 
Canada were up considerably, to 
245 million dollars as compared to 
230 million dollars in 1991. The rest 
of Canada experienced minor declines 
in poultry and egg sales. 


Fruit and vegetable sales in the 
co-operative sector of Western Can- 
ada were also showing strong growth, 
posting a 20.0 percent increase in 
sales in 1992. Ontario, Québec and 
the Western region all saw marginal 
growth in fruit marketings. The West 
saw considerable growth in the vege- 
table sector posting marketings of 
10 million dollars in 1992 up from 
4 million dollars in 1991 and 4 mil- 
lion dollars in 1990. Prince Edward 
Island accounts for virtually all vege- 
table sales in the Atlantic region in the 
form of potatoes. 


Forest product marketings in the 
co-operative sector occur through 
Québec and the Atlantic provinces. 
Forest product marketings continued 
to decline in 1992. Québec posted 
marketings of 121 million dollars 
down 25.2 percent from 1991. Atlan- 
tic Canada, posted marketings of 
14 million dollars down marginally 
from 1991. New Brunswick ac- 
counted for 89.0 percent of all for- 
estry product sales in the Atlantic 
region. Trade with the United States 
was strained by American trade ac- 
tions against Canadian softwood lum- 
ber products during the year. 


Fish, honey and maple products 
and other marketings experienced 
marginal declines in 1992. Atlantic 
and western fish marketings declined, 
while Ontario and Québec fish mar- 
ketings increased in 1992.

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Consumer and Supply Sales 


As in the past, the consumer co-op- 
eratives account for the lion’s share of 
consumer and supply sales. In 1992 the 
share of total consumer and supply sales 
accounted for by consumer co-opera- 
tives was 46.6 percent, with food prod- 
ucts representing 78.3 percent of those 
consumer co-operative sales. Growth in 
the food sales of the co-operative sector 
were uniformly strong in all regions of 
Canada in 1992 posting growth in 1992 
greater than that of 1991, with the ex- 
ception of Ontario which had a 9.8 
percent growth in 1992 compared to a 
12.6 percent growth in 1991. The dry 
goods sales of co-operatives, on the 
other hand, showed a 3.0 percent de- 
cline in business in 1992. Higher prices 
for raw materials, such as forest prod- 
ucts, mentioned above, reduced con- 
sumption of some goods such as 
lumber. Ontario, New Brunswick and 
Nova Scotia all suffered declines of 
approximately 10.0 percent each in the 
sale of dry goods in the co-operative 
sector. Although, all regions of Canada 
showed strong growth in other con- 
sumer sales of co-operatives, posting a 
national gain of 16.1 percent. 


The agricultural supply co-opera- 
tives accounted for 29.2 percent of all 
consumer and supply co-operative sales 
in 1992, posting sales of 1.751 billion 
dollars. This sales level was unchanged 
from 1991 sales of 1.754 billion dol- 
lars. Ontario and the Atlantic provinces 


account for all the declines in the 
agriculture supply co-operative sales. 
Animal feed sales in the West declined 
by 7 percent, with British Columbia 
being the largest seller of animal feed, 
having sales of 56 million dollars in 
1992. Ontario continued a decline be- 
gun in 1990 in animal feed sales post- 
ing sales of 100 million dollars in 
1992 compared to 117 million dollars 
in 1991 and 124 million dollars in 
1990. Québec on the other hand, 
posted an increase of 2.2 percent in 
animal feed sales in 1992. Fertilizer 
and seed sales in Atlantic Canada 
posted near 10.0 percent declines in 
1992. Nova Scotia followed by New 
Brunswick were the large players in 
the agricultural supply co-operative 
sector in Atlantic Canada. All other 
regions of Canada showed quite stable 
marginal growth in fertilizer and 
seeds sales. 


Machinery vehicles and parts sales 
of co-operatives in Atlantic Canada 
showed amazing growth in 1992, 
posting a 32.1 percent gain in sales. 
However, the dollar value of these 
sales in 1992 was 3.7 million dollars 
compared to 2.8 million dollars in 
1991. Petroleum product sales were 
down across Canada by 11.5 percent, 
with the exception of Western 
Canada. Alberta and Saskatchewan 
are where the bulk of these petroleum 
sales occur. Lower sales can be ac-

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counted for by lower world prices for 
oil, due to the increased production of 
the OPEC nations, and weak prices 
for United States natural gas, which 
appeared to stabilize in the latter half 
of 1992. Ontario was hardest hit, suf- 
fering a 56.6 percent decline in petro- 
leum sales, from 203.6 million 
dollars in 1991 to 88.4 million dollars 
in 1992. High prices for building ma- 
terials, contrasted by some growth in 
the housing market in the second quar- 
ter of 1992, resulted in only a minor 
decline in the sales of building mate- 
rials in the co-operatives sector. 


Total consumer and supply sales 
accounted for 42.0 percent of all co- 
operative sales of goods in 1992. The 
other 58.0 percent is accounted for by 
product marketings. There was a 
slight decline in total co-operative 
sales of 3.4 percent posted in 1992. 
Consumer and supply sales were 
down by 0.7 percent, consistent with 
a consumer who is maintaining the 
line on expenses in an uncertain eco- 
nomic environment. The bulk of the 
loss in total sales in 1992 was in the 
product marketing sector, which suf- 
fered an annual decline of 5.3 percent. 


Service revenues were up in every 
region of Canada in 1992, posting 
slight gains in the West of less than 
5.0 percent, and strong gains in 
Ontario and Québec of more than 
12.5 percent. The services sector in 
Canadian co-operatives rose above the 
1.5 billion dollar mark in terms of the 
value of all sales of goods and services 
in 1992, representing 9.6 percent of 
all co-operative sales. 


In the final analysis the value of all 
goods and services sold in the co-op- 
erative sector in Canada in 1992 de- 
clined by nearly 3.0 percent. Only the 
Atlantic provinces were spared this 
loss. They posted a slight gain of less 
than 1.0 percent in all sales. In an 
unpredictable economic environment, 
this performance can be considered to 
be exceptional.

Financial Structure 


Inventories in 1992 declined by 


In 1992 total assets of all co-opera- 
tives in Canada grew by 4.0 percent. 
Most of this growth was in invest- 
ments, and property and equipment. 
Current assets decreased by more than 
8.0 percent over the same period. 
Cash and equivalents grew in every 
region except in the Atlantic region, 


where a minor decline of 2.0 percent 
was posted. Ontario by contrast, had 
a 16.0 percent increase in cash and 
equivalents from 67 million dollars in 
1991 to 78 million dollars in 1992. 
Accounts receivable, across all re- 
gions, experienced the same trend as 
cash and equivalents in 1992. 


25.0 percent, following the national 
trend, as all industries moved to re- 
duce costly inventory holding to a 
minimum. The Western region was by 
far the most active inventory reducer 
in 1992, taking 1991 inventory hold- 
ing of 1.1 billion dollars down to 
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752 million dollars. This represents a 
33.0 percent decline in the value of 
inventory. As well the Western region 
reduced its’ other current asset hold- 
ing from 58 million in 1991, down 
51.0 percent, to 28 million dollars. 
The Atlantic region also reduced its’ 
other current asset holdings by 
32.7 percent to 7 million dollars. 


Investments showed the strongest 
growth of any class of assets in 1992, 
posting a national growth of 14.3 per- 
cent. The West and Ontario posted the 
largest growth in investments; 
18.3 percent in the West and 
20.2 percent in Ontario. Saskatche- 
wan held the largest amount of invest- 
ments an 1992--in excess. of 
253 million dollars or 41.2 percent of 
all Western investments. Property and 
equipment also showed strong growth 
in 1992 posting growth of 10.7 per- 
cent. Ontario posted a 283 million 
dollar increase or 19.0 percent growth 
in the value of property and equip- 
ment. The Western region of Canada 
had the next largest growth in prop- 
erty and equipment posting a 237 mil- 
lion dollar increase. After 17.6 
percent growth in 1991 Québec had 
1.3 percent growth in property and 
investments in 1992. 


With total assets up 4.0 percent 
nationally total liabilities were also 
up, but only by 2.4 percent. Short 
term debt in Western Canada, mostly 
held in Alberta, was down by more 
than 32.5 percent to 763 million dol- 
lars in 1992 from 1.1 billion dollars 
in 1991. At the same time, Ontario 
and Québec increased their short term 
debts by 45.6 percent and 14.9 per- 
cent respectively. However, the level 
of debt in these two provinces is less 
than 40.0 percent of the short term 
debt in the Western region of Canada. 
As well, Ontario posted a 17.9 percent 
increase in accounts payable while all 
the other regions of Canada posted 
only slight gains in accounts payable. 
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Long term debt continued to grow 
in every region across Canada except 
in Québec which ended the year re- 
ducing its’ long term debt by 2.5 per- 
cent to 909 million dollars. After 
increasing long term debt by 8.5 per- 
cent in 1991, the Western region in- 
creased its’ long term debt again by 
another 14.4 percent to end 1992 with 
1.4 billion dollars in long term debt. 
The same pattern was seen in Ontario. 
They had 5.8 percent growth in long 
term debt in 1991 followed by a 
19.5 percent increase to 1.7 billion 
dollars in long term debt by year end 
1992. Atlantic Canada has now posted 
the last two consecutive years with 
over 8.0 percent growth in long term 


debt. Given the increase in long term 
assets, namely investments and prop- 
erty and equipment, the growth in 
long term debt is not surprising and in 
fact shows sound financial manage- 
ment of assets. 


Loans from members in Western 
Canada and Québec fell by over 
16.5 percent each. Share capital, 
across all regions rose 15.2 percent, 
with Ontario showing the largest gain, 
22.9 percent and Québec showing the 
lowest growth with 4.4 percent. 
Strong growth in both, reserves and 
undistributed surpluses of over 
9.0 percent, attests to the sound finan- 
cial management of the co-operatives 
sector.

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All Co-operatives: Analysis of Five Year Trends 


The five year growth trend in the 
number of participating members in 
the co-operatives sector has increased 
from 2.1 percent during the period 
1987-1991 to 4.5 percent over the 
period 1988-1992. This spectacular 
growth can be attributed to the large 
growth in membership that occurred 
during 1992 in Québec, where mem- 
bership increased to 1 million from 
626 thousand in 1991. All other re- 
gions of Canada showed increased 
membership in 1992 as well. How- 
ever, the number of co-operatives 
grew in 1992 by almost 350 and this 
growth was not concentrated in any 
one region of Canada. When consid- 
ering the 1988-1992 growth trend 
however, the trend has declined to 
5.7 percent compared to the 1987- 
1991 growth trend of 6.6 percent. The 
considerably stable numbers of asso- 
ciations in 1988 and 1989, when there 
was very little growth, distorts the 
most recent growth in the number of 
co-operatives. 


Volume of Business 


Declines in the volume of business 
in 1992 in both current (1992) dollars 
and constant (1986) dollars has re- 
sulted in a decrease in the five year 
volume of business trends. A revision 
occurred in the constant trend for the 
period 1987-1991 which increased the 
trend from 2.2 percent to 2.7 percent. 
Given the poor economic perform- 
ance of the economy in 1992, it is not 
surprising that volume of business was 
down as consumers tended to pay 
down debt as well as increase savings 
as discussed in the ’Credit Unions’ 
section of this report. Contributing to 
the decline in the trend in constant 
(1986) dollars was the poor perform- 
ance in the co-operatives sector in 
1988 and 1989. Even though the vol- 
ume of business was up in both 1988 
and 1989, in constant dollars both 
years were decline years. These two 
years were characterized by high in- 
flation, high interest rates and grow- 
ing unemployment, particularly in 
1989. 


Financial Analysis 


Total assets of all co-operatives 
rose in 1992 by 4.0 percent. This 
growth was not spectacular given the 
large growth in assets that occurred in 
1990, up 13.4 percent and 1991, up 
9.1 percent. The lower amount of rise 
in assets over the last two years has 
brought the 1988-1992 trend of asset 
growth in current (1992) dollars 
down. The same decline is apparent in 
constant (1986) dollars. There was a 
revision to the constant trend for the 
1987-1991 period which was in- 
creased to 3.4 percent from 2.8 per- 
cent. With the return to more steady 
increases in assets, as the economic 
environment improves, the current 
dollar trends will begin to level out. 
Also, with inflation coming under 
control due to the actions of the central 
bank, the constant dollar trends will 
level out over time.

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Fishing Co-operatives 


Total sales of fishing co-operatives 
in the West, dominated by British 
Columbia, were down 25.3 percent in 
1992. The Western region of Canada 
represented 31.0 percent of national 
sales in the fishing co-operatives sec- 
tor with British Columbia having al- 
most 75.0 percent of that market. Fish 
sales alone were down 19.9 percent in 
1992. The remainder of the decline 
was in the category of other sales. 


These sales include such things as gas, 
boats and equipment sold through co- 
operatives. This overall decline in 
sales occurred virtually all in British 
Columbia. The decline can be ac- 
counted for primarily by increased 
international competition for fish 
stocks off the West coast. Other 
sources of income in the Western re- 
gion fishing co-operatives increased 
from 565,000 dollars in 1991 to just

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under 3 million dollars. Overall the 
impact on 1992 net income was a 
decline of 24.5% to 59 million dol- 
lars. 


Ontario fishing co-operatives ac- 
counted for 1.3 percent of national 
sales. Net income for 1992 was up 
almost 300,000 dollars to 2.4 million 
dollars. Québec fishing co-operatives 
accounted for 2.5 percent of national 
sales, up considerably from the pre- 
vious year. Net sales more than dou- 
bled in Québec posting a 


135.8 percent growth over 1991. 


Atlantic Canada, by far the most 
dominant player in Canadian fishing 
co-operatives, represented 68.0 per- 
cent of total sales in the sector. Fish 
sales were down 3.4 percent in 1992 
primarily due to the decreasing har- 
vest brought on by declining cod and 
groundfish stocks. Because of the de- 
crease in quotas due to declining cod 
and groundfish stocks those who fish 
have started to retain and sell other 
species of fish to make up for the 
losses of quota. Other revenues were 
down by almost 50.0 percent, leaving 
total sales down by 8.3 percent. These 
other revenues come from the sale of 
boats, fuel and equipment by co-op- 
eratives. Service revenues were up 
over 250,000 dollars resulting in an 
overall net income down 5.1 percent 
to 126 million dollars. 


This year has posted reductions in 
the assets and liabilities of the fishing 
co-operatives. This decline has started 
to take on the appearance of an in- 
crease in the rate of decline of the 
sector and will have to be addressed 
in order to maintain the viability of 
this valuable sector.

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Production Co-operatives 


The production co-operatives of 
Canada showed minimum growth as a 
whole in 1992. However, each region 
of Canada showed considerable 
strengths on a line by line basis. The 
livestock sector accounted for 
58.2 percent of all product and service 
sales with lumber and pulpwood ac- 
counting for 28.5 percent. 


In the West, with Alberta being the 
largest player, livestock sales were up 
to 269 million dollars in 1992 consis- 
tent with the increases in total live- 
stock and red meat exports that 
Canada as a whole enjoyed. Service 
revenues in Western Canada were also 
up almost 45.0 percent to 25 million 
dollars. These gains resulted in a

14.0 percent increase in the value of 
business of production co-operatives 
in Western Canada. 


Ontario is only a small player by 
comparison along with Western Can- 
ada. For the first time Ontario has 
posted sales of livestock valued at 
over 6 million dollars. All other pri- 
mary categories of sales in Ontario 
also showed strong growth in 1992. 
Atlantic Canada, with forest products 
from New Brunswick accounting for 
the bulk of sales showed declines 
across the board ending the year with 
an 18.0 percent decline in total sales. 


Gains in service revenues in 
Québec were offset by significant de- 
clines in lumber and pulpwood sales, 
down 25.2 percent to 121 million dol- 
lars. Lumber and pulpwood sales de- 
clines in Québec and New Brunswick 
can be accounted for by trade disputes 
between Canada and the United 
States, the primary market for Cana- 
dian lumber and pulpwood exports. 


This sector has shown declines in ~ 


inventories and investments, offset by 
continued increases in property and 
equipment. Consistent with increased 
property holdings, long term debt has 
also shown considerable growth. 
Share capital in production co-opera- 
tives grew in 1992 to 23 million dol- 
lars, up from 20 million dollars in 
1991. This growth in equity is sup- 
ported by growth in assets over pre- 
vious years and can be expected to 
settle down over 1993.

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Service Co-operatives 


Service revenues in 1992 showed 
marked growth posting a gain of 
11.5 percent. The Western region of 
Canada dominates the service co-op- 
erative sector, accounting for 
54.4 percent of service revenues in 
1992. British Columbia accounted for 
58.6 percent of service revenues in 
Western Canada. The total sales of all 
service co-operatives totalled 
129 million dollars, up 10.8 percent 
from 1991. 


Of interest in the service co-opera- 
tives sector is the balance sheet which 
shows a 15.6 percent increase in the 


value of assets. This growth occurred 
in almost every line item of the assets 
portion of the balance sheet. By and 
large the most significant increase was 
in property and equipment as many 
firms moved to improve their infra- 
structure. Property and equipment 
was valued at just under 4 billion dol- 
lars. With service revenues of just less 
than 1 billion dollars, the return on 
property and equipment is excellent 
with a very short buy back period of 
about 4 years. By the same token the 
increase in long term debt during 1992 
was less than 500 million dollars. It is 


apparent that service industries have 
started to invest in property and equip- 
ment with the decline in interest rates 
and move toward mechanization. 


Investments in other than property 
and equipment also increased by 
nearly 40 million dollars in 1992. By 
the same token short term debt has 
grown 51.0 percent and long term 
debt has increased 16.0 percent over 
the same period. However growth in 
total assets has exceeded growth in 
liabilities and resulted in an 88.3 per- 
cent growth in share capital, an out- 
standing performance in such unsure 
economic times.

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Wholesale Co-operatives 


The wholesale co-operative busi- 
ness volume rose in 1992 after a de- 
cline’ in 1991, At™7 percent, of 
295 million dollars it was the first real 
increase since 1989. The strongest 
growth was in poultry, hog and food 
product sales. By contrast petroleum 
sales were down 209 million dollars 
compared to 1991 reflecting poor 
world prices and increased OPEC 
production. 


Marketings 


Marketings increased by 36.0 per- 
cent or 303 million dollars over 1991, 
the greatest increase in more than 
twelve years. Hog marketings rose 
strongly for a second straight year in 
Québec. As explained in the 1991 
report, the large wholesaler in the 
province entered into a limited part- 
nership with private sector enterprise 
interests to combine their meat pack- 
ing activities. Since total marketings 
of the partnership are consolidated 
under the wholesalers revenues, sales 
surged in 1991 and jumped again in 
1992 with the first full years’ inclu- 
sion of the partnership marketings. 
Thus, wholesale hog marketing reve- 
nues for 1992 came in at double the 
1990 value. Poultry, the other big 
growth sector, is also centred in 
Québec and was involved in the pur- 
chase and eventual integration of 
poultry operations from the private 
sector. Despite growing sales, it was 
not a good year because product over- 
supply, cross border shopping and a 
sluggish food trades sector took their 
toll on costs and expenses. Cattle and 
sheep revenues rose slightly primarily 
in meat packing revenues in Québec 
which barely outdid the continued de- 
cline in Ontario. The once large 
wholesale grain marketing sector in 
Ontario which has been largely turned 
over to the local co-operatives in re- 
cent years, registered a 12.0 percent 
rise. Fruit and vegetable marketings, 
which posted gains in 1991 because of 
an acquisition from the private sector, 


declined almost 15.0 percent in 1992. 
Most of these losses can be accounted 
for by falling potato prices. Other 
marketings primarily northern arts 
and crafts, were unchanged in a 
poorly performing economy. 


Supply Sales 


Supply sales decreased 18 million 
dollars or almost 1.0 percent, the sec- 
ond year in a row. A third consecutive 
zero growth year in agriculture and 
the disastrous decline in petroleum 
volumes account for the bulk of these 


supply sales declines. Consumer sales 
climbed 14.0 percent to 1.4 billion 
dollars, sparked by a 16.0 percent or 
160 million dollar increase in food 
products sales. Western Canada led 
consumer sales with a surprising in- 
crease of 23.0 percent or 154 million 
dollars, including an increase of 
10.0 percent in the Arctic. In the West 
the inclusion of a grocery wholesaler 
acquired from the private sector was 
the biggest factor accounting for the 
large rise in food sales. However, 
aggressive marketing programs, a 
continuing store modernization pro-

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gram, system-wide warehouse sales, 
a widely distributed coupon book and 
case-lot and special pack sales also 
contributed to growth in wholesaler 
revenues. Dry goods and home hard- 
ware wholesale sales rose a respect- 
able 6.0 percent to 197 million dollars 
with strong growth in the West. Sales 
were helped by continued expansion 
in the retail co-operatives sector in- 
cluding the opening of new stores in 
localities not previously served by the 
co-operative movement. It would 
seem that increasing numbers of 
Western Canadians are coming to re- 
alize the benefits of the co-operative 
system. Other consumer sales rose a 
solid 7.0 percent. 


Sales of agricultural supplies fell 
about 1.0 percent in 1992, the third year 
of declining revenues for this group of 
suppliers. This decline was widespread 
at the agricultural supplies wholesale 
level. Only in Québec did these whole- 
salers register a small increase of less 
than 1.0 percent. Were it not for pay- 
ments to farmers under the various as- 
sistance programs, thousands of 
additional producers would have had to 
abandon farming as a livelihood. With 
fear and uncertainty over the future, it 
is not hard to see why farmers have 
tended to keep tight control on their 
costs and expenses, including the pur- 
chase of supplies. Within the agricul- 
tural group, only farm supplies showed 
an increase, 2.0 percent. Feed sales fell 
3.0 percent due to lower physical vol- 
ume in spite of improved prices. Fertil- 
izer and chemical sales were off slightly 
as lower physical volume more than 
offset higher prices. Seed sales declined 
about 1.0 percent as only the West 
realized an increase. 
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Farm machinery sales posted a 
6 million dollar, or 15.0 percent gain at 
the wholesale level in 1992. Québec, 
which put a second distribution network 
in place for the year accounted for the 
bulk of this increase. Petroleum volume 
sagged 209 million dollars or 23.0 per- 
cent. However, the damage was not as 
bad as would first appear. Ninety per- 
cent of the decrease occurred in On- 
tario, where the large wholesaler 
entered into a joint venture with one of 
the private oil companies. Sales of the 
joint venture are not consolidated with 
those of the wholesaler. Although the 
sales do not appear in the co-operative 
wholesale statistics, sales of the co-op- 
erative product are still being made to 
co-operatives and co-operative mem- 
bers. Aside from the Ontario situation, 
it was again something of a rough year 
in merchandising petroleum and prod- 
ucts. Price wars raged in various areas, 
and only the Atlantic wholesalers ran up 
a Sales increase for the year. Building 
material volume registered a strong rise 
of 21 million dollars, all of it in the 
West, after a few years of a downward 
trend. Service revenues involving a 
multitude of miscellaneous items such 
as; building and property rentals, man- 
agement fees, trucking advertising, etc. 
rose 20.0 percent to 60 million dollars. 


Financial Situation 


Assets of the wholesalers edged up 
a modest 3.0 percent or 40 million 
dollars in 1992 following a large gain 
of 155 million dollars in 1991. Most 
of the increase went into property, 
equipment and current assets, cash 
and equivalents, receivables and in- 
ventories. Cash and equivalents rose 
about 6.0 percent, a slow down from 
the previous three years. Cash and 
equivalents represented 16.2 percent 


of the total assets in 1992 compared 
with 9.4 percent in 1988. Receivables 
rose 4.5 percent, slightly more than 
the gain in revenues, while inventories 
rose in line with sales at 3.0 percent. 
Presumed tighter control over inven- 
tories has brought inventories as a 
percentage of total assets from 
26.4 percent down to 21.4 percent in 
four years. Investments fell 17 mil- 
lion dollars, a second straight year of 
decline with some of it probably going 
into property and equipment because 
of the lower interest rates. 


Surprisingly, with property and 
equipment expansion, long term debt 
declined 17 million dollars. Current 
liabilities, most seen in accounts pay- 
able, was the main offset to the expan- 
sion in property and equipment. Share 
capital rose a respectable 7.0 percent 
during 1992 ending the year at 
437 million dollars. Seven percent 
growth in member investment during 
a slow economy is strong growth. 


The overall asset increase in the 
wholesaler statistics of 3.0 percent, or 
40 million dollars consisted of a 
38 million dollar or 5.5 percent de- 
cline in central Canada and a 78 mil- 
lion dollar, or 10.0 percent gain, in 
the West. The above mentioned re- 
moval of petroleum operations from 
the financial statements in Ontario and 
a very difficult year in Québec were 
responsible for the asset decline in the 
central provinces. At the same time, 
the earlier mentioned inclusion of a 
newly acquired subsidiary in the West 
accounted for the bulk of the asset 
increase outside of Ontario and 
Québec.

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Co-operative Market Share 


The Co-operatives Secretariat has 
attempted to estimate the share of vari- 
ous farm products that are marketed 
through co-operatives. In the case of 
Western grains and oilseeds, a calcu- 
lation was possible using available 
statistics on tonnages. For the other 


commodities where physical volumes 
are not as readily available, various 
data were used, such as producer 
prices, wholesale prices, handling and 
processing charges, price spreads. 
etc. to calculate approximate cost of 
goods factors. These factors were then

Co-operatives Classified by Basic Function 


In Appendix E all co-operatives are 
considered as being one of two types, 
i.e. marketing or consumer. If the 
good or service is produced by the 
members and sold through the co-op- 


erative, it is considered marketing. If 
the good or service is supplied by the 
co-operative and sold to the members, 
it is considered a consumer co-opera- 


tive. The two broad groups are broken 
into subgroups, or types, according to 
overall function. 
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Credit Unions 


In 1992 Canadian credit unions 
saw declines in both revenue and ex- 
pense item. With lower, yet volatile 
interest rates, and lower returns on 
investments characterizing the mar- 
ket, it is hardly surprising that total 
revenues declined by almost 13.0 per- 
cent at the national level. At the same 
time however, decreases in total ex- 
penses of 14.5 percent resulted in a 
marked increase of 20.0 percent in net 
savings. In 1992 net savings totalled 
492 million dollars, substantially 
lower than net savings in 1990 of 
619 million dollars, but much higher 
than net savings in 1991 of 410 million 
dollars. 


The real story behind this credit 
union turn around is in the provincial 
data. Alberta and Ontario continued a 
down-turn for another year. Total 
revenues were down, 13.6 percent for 
Alberta to 344 million dollars and 
down 36.7 percent for Ontario to 
1.16 billion dollars. Total expenses 
for these provinces were also down, 
but not as great in percentage terms as 
the decline in total revenues. Net sav- 
ings for Alberta were 7 million dol- 
lars, down 41.7 percent from 1991 
which was down 66.7 percent from 
1990 net savings of 36 million dollars. 
Ontario credit unions showed a net 
savings of 67 million dollars, down 
40.7 percent from 1991 which was 
down 44.6 percent from 1990 net 
savings of 204 million dollars. 


All the other provinces’ credit un- 
ions showed remarkable growth in a 
sluggish economy in 1992, rebound- 
ing back to their 1990 net savings 
levels or exceeding 1990 net savings 
levels. British Columbia experienced 
a4.0 per cent decline in total revenues 
and managed a 10.8 percent increase 
in net savings. This performance was 
poorer than in 1991, and lower than 
the national average for 1992, but still 
a respectable performance in the ex- 


isting economic environment. All the 
other provinces posted declines in to- 
tal revenue with the exception of 
Prince Edward Island which posted a 
3.8 percent gain in total revenue. 
These same provinces also showed a 
decline in expenses in 1992 greater, 
in percentage terms, than the decline 
in total revenue. Saskatchewan 
posted a 200 percent increase in net 
savings ending 1992 at 18 million 
dollars. The rest of the provinces 
posted gains in net savings from 
41.7 percent to 81.8 percent. These 
results suggest that credit unions have 
weathered the recession and have 
made a crucial turn-around in terms 
of their performance. 


No significant changes were re- 
ported, at the national level, in de- 
mand and term deposits and other 
investments. A poor job market, and 
lack of any anticipated improvement 
in the job market influenced consum- 
ers to pay down high personal debt. 
Therefore, consumer investment pur- 
chases in durable goods were cur- 
tailed. 


Mortgages outstanding increased 
by 10.0 percent in 1992, comparable 
to 1991 growth, while non-mortgage 
loans outstanding increased by 9.5 per 
cent in 1992 compared to a 15.0 per- 
cent growth in 1991. Housing starts in 
1992, rose in the second quarter but 
fell off again in the third and final 
quarters. It would appear that a good 
portion of the increase in mortgage 
loans was used to refinance, repur- 
chase, or for improvements to existing 
residences rather than for purchasing 
new housing. Lack of confidence 
about the state of the economy forced 
consumers to reduce their personal 
debt levels rather then invest in non- 
housing assets. On the other hand, 
rationalization of business, as busi- 


nesses increased their capital to re- 
place labour supported the increase in 
demand for non-mortgage funds. 


On the liabilities side, it is in keep- 
ing with the desire of consumers to 
pay down debt or save rather than 
spend that is reflected in the 5.7 per- 
cent increase in demand and term de- 
posits. There were slight decreases in 
deposits in Saskatchewan, Ontario 
and Prince Edward Island. There was 
a 20.0 percent drop in deposits in 
Nova Scotia and a 16.5 percent drop 
in deposits in New Brunswick. These 
drops can be compared against re- 
duced personal debt levels in those 
provinces. Credit union loans payable 
also declined in every province with 
the exceptions of Alberta, Québec and 
New Brunswick. These provinces in- 
creased their loans payable signifi- 
cantly, Alberta by over 240 percent to 
24 million dollars from 7 million dol- 
lars, Quebec by almost 27.0 per cent 
to 3.6 billion dollars, and New Bruns- 
wick by more than 23.0 percent to 
63 million dollars from 51 million 
dollars. 


Members equity rose sharply in 
1992 by 47.1 percent from 3.8 billion 
dollars in 1991 to over 5.5 billion 
dollars in 1992. Manitoba and Ontario 
posted the largest percent gains in total 
members equity. Surplus and reserves 
increased across the board, by 
15.8 percent nationally with the ex- 
ception of Alberta. Overall, a strong 
performance given the stubbornly 
poor economic environment. 


Using quarterly data compiled by 
Statistics Canada, credit union finan- 
cial results and balance sheet structure 
are examined in Appendices F and G, 
both on a provincial basis, using fi- 
nancial ratio analysis, and on a na- 
tional basis compared with parallel 
institutions in the private sector.
